VBT board honors retiring Director Greg Laurain

the retirement of Public Safety Director 
Gregory Laurain after 40 years of service. 


WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain began his 
law enforcement career with Van Buren 
Police Department as a Reserve Police 
Officer in 1980; and became a Patrolman 
in 1981, among the original class of full- 
time Police Officers in the Van Buren 
Police Department; and 

WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain was 
promoted to Detective Sergeant in 1986, 
where he served supervising personnel 
and investigating cases generated by Road 
Patrol Officers; and 

WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain is a graduate 
of Northwestern University’s Police Staff 
and Command School in 2005 and was 
chosen to attend (and graduated from) the 
FBI National Academy — a distinct honor 
that only select law enforcement officials 
experience; and 

WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain was 
promoted to Patrol Captain in 2006, where 
he was responsible for all administration 
support of the Police Department, 


including the management and supervision 
of the Department’s personnel from the 
Detective Bureau, Special Investigative 
Unit, Records Section, Dispatch, K-9 Unit, 
Marine Unit and Dive Team; and 
WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain has enjoyed 
a well-rounded career serving in numerous 
capacities with gradually progressive 
responsibilities within the Department, 
such as a Police Reserve, Patrolman, 
Detective Sergeant and Captain over the 
course of his 40 years of service; and 
WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain went on to 
lead the entire Department, being appointed 
as Public Safety Director in 2013 and has 
honorably and faithfully served in that 
position since; and 

WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain has served 
in numerous leadership roles within 
law enforcement agencies and bureaus 
including the Western Wayne County 
Special Operations Team (SWAT), serving 
10 years as its SWAT Team Commander, the 
Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) Airport 
Interdiction Team, and the Michigan State 
Police Narcotic Interdiction Team; and 
WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain is the 
President of the FBINAA Michigan 
Chapter and the past President of the 


Wayne County Chiefs of Police Association 
and serves as an active member of the 
Michigan Association of Chiefs of Police, 
Southeastern Michigan Chiefs of Police, 
and the Wayne County Chiefs of Police. 
WHEREAS, Gregory Laurain has a 
reputation for a strong work ethic, integrity, 
honor and an uncompromising devotion 
to the Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Department; and 

WHEREAS, Through the leadership of 
Gregory Laurain as Director, Van Buren

VBT Police Department earns prestigious MACP accreditation 


The Charter Township of Van Buren Police 
Department is proud to announce it is among 
42 agencies accredited by the Michigan 
Association of Chiefs of Police (MACP) 
through its Michigan Law Enforcement 
Accreditation Commission, the only local 
legitimate authority and accreditation 
agency in the State of Michigan. 

Currently there are 583 law enforcement 
agencies in the State of Michigan 
and the accreditation places the VBT 
Police Department in the top tier of law 
enforcement agencies. 

The accreditation was attained after a 
three-year-long process that was initiated 
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by retiring Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain. He, Police Chief Jason Wright, 
and Accreditation Managers Sergeant Louis 
Keele and Officer Adam Byrd formed the 
team’s core. 

The Michigan Association of Chiefs of 
Police unanimously voted “yes” to approve 
accredited status for the VBT Police and 
formally recognized the department during a 
recent conference and ceremony at Amway 
Plaza in Grand Rapids. 

“The citizens of Van Buren Township 
deserve a police agency that adopted 
established policies that model current 
standards of excellence and developed 
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effective procedures within the police 
department,” said Director Laurain. 

“This accreditation places a stamp of 
approval by the highly respected Michigan 
Association of Chiefs of Police that our 
department is a proactive, industry leader in 
law enforcement.” 

The accreditation was engaged under the 
direction and leadership of Sergeant Louis 
Keele and assisted by Union President 
and Police and Communications Recruiter 
Adam Byrd. Both served as Accreditation 
Managers and were charged with 
coordinating the department’s compliance 
with the 108 standards and 400+ tasks it was 
required to meet to achieve accreditation 
status. 

“At a time right now where you have law 
enforcement reform being hotly discussed, 
we are proud to be in the top 42 agencies 
within the State of Michigan that proactively 
took on the challenge and succeeded in 


getting accredited,” said Sgt. Keele. 

“The process and expectations set forth 
by the Michigan Association of Chiefs of 
Police were tremendously challenging,” said 
Officer Byrd. “By modifying our policies, 
it provides us a pathway to further success 
when it comes to criminal investigations, 
liability, and the ability to succeed with 
grants that require our organization to have 
an accredited status.” 

There were several steps involved in 
earning the prestigious accreditation. Sgt. 
Keele requested an assessment from the 
MACP once all the necessary policies were 
modified to adapt to the MACP mandates. As 
part of the assessment review, the assessors 
took a tour of the station, interviewed 
personnel, and rode with officers to visually 
ensure that the VBT Police Department’s 
personnel was in absolute compliance 
with the standards mandated by MACP

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Sumpter asks county for $6.5 million for bike/pedestrian trails

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted 5-1 at its Feb. 8 meeting to apply to 
Wayne County for $6.5 million in grant 
funding for two  bike/pedestrian trails 
for the township paid for through federal 
American Rescue Plan funds. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan voted no. 

In the board packet was an Oct. 7, 2022 
memo from Hennessey Engineers stating it 
had performed a cursory field investigation 
on the 13.5 miles of the two corridors and 
estimated a cost of $6.5 million. The path 
pavement cross section is three inches 
of asphalt over an aggregate base. It is 
proposed to be ten feet wide with a two- 
foot clearance zone on each side. 

One path would start in the City of 
Belleville and go south on Sumpter Road 
to Arkona Road, where it would turn east 
and extend into Crosswinds Marsh. The 
other path would be along Bemis Road 
from the Lower Huron Metropark on the 
east to Rawsonville Road on the west. 

“The pedestrian path focuses on 
connectivity with adjacent communities 
and regional recreational areas,’ John 
Hennessey wrote in his memo. 

The idea for the pedestrian/bike path 


came from Trustee Don LaPorte, who said 
he presented it to the county and the county 
loved the idea. He said the county would 
build the path with the ARPA funds and the 
township would have to pay $150,000 as 
its share. The township also would have to 
maintain the path. 

“We could back out at any time,” Trustee 
LaPorte said, adding he thinks it would be 
built in the county right of way, but the 
details are still to be determined. 

Resident Corey Blue said he lived in a 
Missouri town where they built a path 
using eminent domain and the people were 
not happy. 

“You'd better figure out the details,” Blue 
said. “A lot of people were irritated.” 

“If there are issues, we could back 
out,” said Trustee/Deputy Supervisor Tim 
Rush, who was chairing the meeting in the 
absence of Supervisor Tim Bowman. 

Blue said the path became a crime issue 
and the police had to patrol it. 

“It’s conceptual,” Trustee LaPorte said. 
“The county wants us to approve the idea.” 

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
resolution on the paths doesn’t commit the 
township to one thing. “It could be a great 
program or a terrible problem. No one 
knows for sure.” 


In other business, the board: 

e Unanimously approved posting, 
publishing, and hiring an employee 
for payroll/accounts payable, election 
specialist and clerk’s office assistant duties 
as of Jan. 26 at the current AFSCME rate 
of pay; 

e Unanimously approved renewing the 
contract with Huron Township for dispatch 
and lockup services for five years, through 
June 30, 2027, with an increase of 2.5% 
per year, beginning May 1, 2022 through 
June 30, 2023 at a cost of $196,070 that 
year, 

e Unanimously approved participation 
in the Low-Income Household Water 
Assistance Program through the Michigan 
Department of Health and Human Services 
for Wayne County residents. This program 
provides assistance to households that are 
currently in arrears or facing disconnection 
of water services through Sept. 30, 2023; 

e Unanimously approved leasing a 
replacement Copier/Hub from Toshiba for 
the monthly base lease price of $155.48 for 
a 63-month term lease; 

e Unanimously approved setting up a 
hiring committee to review applications for 
a township administrator and recommend 
someone to the township board of trustees. 


On the committee are Supervisor Tim 
Bowman, Clerk Esther Hurst, Treasurer 
Vincent Warren, Director of Public Safety/ 
Police Chief Eric Luke, and Trustee/ 
Deputy Supervisor Rush as backup; 

e Approved the attorney’s report, which 
included approval for Deputy Rush to 
sign a letter, in the absence of Supervisor 
Bowman, on Wayne County parks grants 
and to resubmit a 2019 resolution. Young 
said Sharon Pokerwinski would hand-carry 
it to the county the next day; 

¢ Heard Fire Chief Rick Brown announce 
the department had 93 runs in January, 
four of which were fires. He also said 
there were 47 people at a four-day training 
session on active shooters held at the fire 
hall. The teachers were from Louisiana 
State University. Chief Brown said the 
training was about, “What could happen in 
the future”; and 

e Heard resident Mary Ban ask if there 
had been any progress on the opening 
of the Belleville Area Museum, since 
Supervisor Bowman had said there was 
going to be a meeting with him, Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara, 
and Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley. 
Trustee/Deputy Rush said the meeting was

Editorial 
Sumpter Road sited 
for changes from 


two townships 


On Feb. 8, the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees voted to ask Wayne County to 
consider its request for some 13.5 miles 
of bike/pedestrian paths using about $6.5 
million in federal grants. One path would 
run from the City of Belleville, south on 
Sumpter Road, to Arkona Road when it 
would head east into Crosswinds Marsh. 
The other path would run along Bemis 
Road from Lower Huron Metropark on the 
east to Rawsonville Road on the west. 

On Feb. 9, the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission unanimously passed 
a recommendation to the township board to 
distribute to neighboring communities and 
others the proposed Sumpter Road Corridor 
Plan. This is an amendment to the township 
Southside Master Plan and neighbors have 
42 days to comment on the plan. This plan 
also includes bike/pedestrian trails along 
Sumpter Road, as well as extensions north 
for Bak and/or Roulo roads. 

Whatever may happen to the two plans, 
it’s a sure thing something is going to be 
transforming Sumpter Road. It’s only two 
lanes wide, and that might change since 
the county has been requiring wider rights 
of way from those buying property on the 
road. We don’t know when any widening 
might happen, but if the two subdivisions 
proposed by VBT for south of Hull Road 
come to fruition, wider roads might be a 
necessity. Keep an eye on these changes 
and share your ideas with officials.

A reader who doesn’t want her name 
used sent the following account: “I want 
to tell you of a scam that happened to us. 
Over the weekend we got a call from Great 
Lakes Bank in the Chicago area. Someone 
was cashing a check and it was deposited 
in a mobile account. The bank cashed it 
and I didn’t know about it until I opened 
my account and saw that the money was 
gone and checks had bounced. They forged 
a check and my signature. How they got a 
similar but not quite the same check as mine 
and a check number that hadn’t even been 
used yet, I don’t know. 

“When checking with the Great Lakes 
Bank on Monday, they didn’t have a record 
of the money even going into this man’s 
account. So, was there a third party with the 
cell phone that scammed us both? The bank 
didn’t even seem too concerned and said 
that I would have to report it to the local and 
Chicago authorities. Each one commented 
that it was over state lines and they didn’t 
seem like they would pursue it. Luckily, my 
bank cleared my account and all charges.” 

Another story about the scams that are 
surrounding us these days. 

The house that had burned on Willis Road 
last summer has finally been demolished. 
Sumpter Township Ordinance Department 
had told us it was just waiting for disconnects 
from DTE before the burned hulk could be 
taken down. It’s down. 

At the Homegrown Knowledge program 
put on by the Friends of the Library on Feb. 
10, J. Ross Baughman gave a fascinating 
presentation on rare books and history and 
urged everyone to become “Soldiers of 
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History” to tell the stories of their families 
with real evidence. 

Ross is a Van Buren Township resident and 
a Pulitzer Prize-winning photojournalist. 
He is an author as well and has written 
five historical volumes and is working on 
the sixth. He invited the public to read his 
books without charge by going to www. 
danielhaston.com, clicking on Resources 
and then Books. 

He also wrote of his adventures in 
photojournalism in his lengthy memoirs. 

I was late for his Feb. 10 presentation at the 
library because I had been to Sumpter’s first 
in-person planning commission meeting in 
about a year and a half. That meeting was 
less than a half-hour long so I hurried to the 
library to enjoy as much as I could of Ross’ 
talk. 

When I got there, one of the ladies in the 
audience handed me a very heavy, leather- 
bound Bible to inspect and pass on to those 
at the next table. It was printed on paper 
made from linen rags in 1545 and was in 
German. No need for gloves because linen 
is more resilient than pages made from 
wood pulp and doesn’t crumble. 

Ross had other very old books for us to 
touch and inspect. And he had stories and 
more stories. Several of the old books are 
on display in a glass case at the library on 
the path to the children’s area. 

“You are the historian that you’ve been 
hoping to find,” Ross said. “You probably 
won’t find the book on your ancestors that 


has already been written. Chances are more 
likely that you'll have to write it yourself. 
Don’t be shy or self-doubting about this 
challenge.” 

Ross considers himself a “contrarian” 
much like his ancestor Rudolf Bachmann 
who was imprisoned and killed for being 
an Anabaptist dissenter. Ross went to the 
prison in Europe where his ancestor died in 
chains. He has traveled 
many places to find 
the true story of his 
family. It was a great 
presentation. 

Last week when we 
were delivering papers 
on Main Street we 
saw a truck and some workmen next to 
the new stores constructed in Scott Jones’ 
development. They were putting up a 
permanent sign. Later in the day, I drove by 
and the sign was up and it read: “Smoker’s 
Zone.” A temporary sign read: “Coming 
Soon.” It’s right next to Ivy Rehab, the first 
business to open in that shopping center. 
This may be the second one.

Things to consider about 
Sumpter bike path 


To the editor: 

During the last Sumpter Township Board 
meeting, Trustee LaPorte introduced a 
resolution to discuss placing a new bike 
path throughout Sumpter Township. The 
idea on paper is nice but what we must be 
careful of is the unintended consequences 
for such a plan. My hometown had a similar 
plan that resulted in negative outcomes. 

The bike path from my hometown resulted 
in eminent domain being used to secure the 
property to place a bike path. Through the 
democratic process where the majority can 
vote to take the individual’s livelihood, the 
property was secured at the behest of the 
majority. 

Many people lost their property for a 
bike path that only a minority wanted. The 
aftermath of the newly created bike path was 
the cost of upkeep, the misappropriation of 
city funds, and increased crime on the path 
now running through people’s backyards 
(front yards in our case). 

I’m not here to state only the negative 
outcomes but to be a realist for the outcomes 
of such a plan. I personally mountain bike 
and jog, so I would enjoy a bike path just as 
much as the next person. However, there 
is a very nice bike path located at Metro 
Parks that I frequent which is very close to 
Sumpter. Moreover, I noticed there are lot 
of folks that walk down Sumpter Road so 
I see that it could be extremely helpful for 
some individuals. 

The current plan for the path is to start 
at Belleville and run the bike path parallel 
to Sumpter Road down near the police 
station. The second path would connect 
Rawsonville Road to Haggerty parallel and 
next to Bemis Road all the way to Metro 
Park. 

I think it is important to keep in mind that 
planners always make mistakes. Anyone 
that thinks mistakes are never made are 
neophytes to the reality of government 
and central planners. The funds for this 
are using federal grants from the Federal 
Reserve Monetary System that is already 
broke. Currently the national debt is at 
insane numbers that the human mind can’t 
fathom and we’re taking money from them 
for this project. I can’t help but think 
about what we are doing to the value of our 
currency and the debt load we are strapping 
our children with as we discuss such a 
project. 

Personally, I would like to see that money 
used to bring down the national debt and 
decrease the current levels of inflation that 
we are experiencing, however I understand 
that the federal government is not known 
for its ability to curtail its spending. 

I also think it is important to mention that 
Sumpter Township will have to maintain 
and upkeep the path after it is constructed 
which comes with financial obligations. 

Currently we are experiencing inflation 
and the township’s property tax assessor 
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also knows this detail. During the last 
meeting on February the 8" he detailed how 
inflation is going to increase our property 
taxes approximately 3.3%. The reality 
of our situation is we are experiencing 
inflation in our daily cost of living (gas, 
food, etc.) and to make matters worse now 
our property taxes, while our wages are not 
keeping up with inflation. 

Inflation is the unseen tax levied on the 
people. Unfortunately, this grant could not 
be used to drive the township’s financial 
burden lower to keep our property taxes 
consistent or reduced. I think it is important 
for our leaders to find ways to reduce 
property taxes or outright abolish them 
for some individuals as some counties 
throughout the U.S. have done (don’t 
believe me, Google it). Most people live on 
a fixed income where the increases of the 
cost of living is an abhorrent burden and 
taxation at the end of the day is legalized 
theft. 

In conclusion, I think there are some 
benefits to this bike path however the people 
can’t walk into this without understanding 
that there are risks associated with such 
a plan. Thankfully Trustee LaPorte said 
there is an email address that people 
can forward their personal questions to:

The number of people who have died 
from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code 
crept up from 111 last week to 114 as of 
Monday, Feb. 14, according to figures from 
the Wayne County Health Department.

The Van Buren Public Schools had 2 
positive cases on Monday, Feb. 7, and then 
none for the rest of the week. As of Feb. 11, 
there have been a total of 520 positive cases 
since the beginning of the school year.

VB Schools close to removing mask mandate for students

The Wayne County Health Department 
is expected to end the mask mandate for 
students on a county level by the end of the 
month, leaving school districts to decide 
their rules for themselves. 

A parent was present at Monday’s regular 
meeting of the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education. She identified herself 
as a graduate of Belleville High School and 
wanted to know if the mask situation had 
changed and is ending on a county level. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said that subject 
was to be a part of his report at the end of 
the meeting, but he addressed it early to 
answer the parent’s question. 

He said they were informed that the county 
health department has a new director, who 
will start on Wednesday, and he will make 
the decision after he gets settled in, which 
could be as early as Friday. 

Supt. Kudlak said Wayne County is the 
only county in the state still having the 
mask mandate for students. 

He said the district will be in contact 
with the new director and because of cases 
trending down, it is expected the director 
will rescind the mandate. 

“Our numbers are low and they will look 
at the community,” Kudlak said. 

The district recorded two positive cases 
of COVID on Monday, Feb. 7, and then 
zero cases the rest of last week. 

Kudlak said when the county drops the 
mandate, the district will drop its mandate 
and just recommend masks for students. 

Kudlak said since this started in March 
2020, the district has stated that local 
school officials are not health experts and 
they will follow what the experts say. 

He said students will be allowed to wear 
masks if they like. Masks will be required 
on school buses, he said. There is a federal 
requirement for masks on all forms 
of public transportation, Kudlak said. 
School buses fall into this category. The 
requirement sunsets on March 18 and they 
may or may not extend it until the federal 
government changes its rules, he said. 

He said staff members who show their 
proofs of vaccination are not required to 
wear masks. If they do not show proof 
of vaccination, they are required to wear 
masks. He said the district is not requiring 
vaccinations. 

Also at Monday’s 45-minute meeting, the 
school board: 

e Heard Financial Director Sara Cortese 


announce that the district received funds 
on Feb. 10 from the most recent bond sale 
and the total amount available for capital 
improvements is $88,000 higher than 
budgeted for. And, the debt service came 
in $6.6 million less than expected. “These 
are fantastic numbers for us,” she said; 

e Approved the $8,156,563 Owen 
Intermediate School upgrade project and 
Granger Construction’s costs from the 
2019 Bond Program to begin April 4 and 
be done in steps for groups of the rooms 
and be done by the end of December; 

e Approved the contract award of 
$878,415.17 along with a project 
contingency of $41,584.83 for a total 
cost of $920,000 for upgrades to the high 
school football field, along with the track 
and tennis courts. It is expected to begin as 
soon as athletics is over this spring and be 
complete by Aug. 15. Ten years ago, when 
the new high school was built, the district 
saved for the turf replacement which is 
being done. Now resurfacing the track and 
tennis courts is necessary and it should be 
another 10 years before they need to look 
at full replacements; 

e Was given information by Rob Kakoczki 
of Plante Moran Cresa on the company 
recommended for moving furniture out 
of Owen as work progresses, storing the 
furniture in on-site storage containers, and 
then moving back into the building once the 
construction is completed in the summer of 
2022. He said this assistance is a necessity 
due to the tight timelines before and after 
construction at Owen. There were four bids 
and low bidder at $47,717.50 was Rose 
Moving and Storage of Belleville who is 
recommended. Bond money is being used 
for the project. The board will vote on this 
contract at the next meeting; 

e Was given information by Kakoczki 
on the asbestos abatement services for 
the Owen project, which includes flooring 
and pipe insulation. The apparent low 
bidder of two is Global Green Services at 
$133,874.50 total cost. This cost also is in 
the bond budget and the contract will be 
voted on by the board at the next meeting; 

e Approved the ECA@EMU Cooperative 
Agreement that extends the district’s 
partnership with Eastern Michigan 
University through the 2025-26 school 
year. This extension allows the district 
to send 25 more students in each grade 
level, which Kudlak said is triple what the 
district had before. Kudlak said with the 
first agreement, the district sent EMU the

complete foundation allowance for each 
student and with this agreement it will 
be less. The agreement adds giving the 
superintendent the ability to negotiate and 
sign future extensions of this agreement 
without board approval; 

e Discussed the four candidates running 
for one seat on the board of directors in 
Region 8 of the Michigan Association of 
School Boards, which the board will be 
expected to vote on at its next meeting; 

e Approved the second reading and final 
approval of three proposed policy changes 
presented by Dionne Falconer at the last 
meeting. She said the policy committee 
recommended not adopting two more 
policies, #3409 Face Mask Requirement 
or #3119 Experimental or Pilot Programs, 
because neither one is necessary as a

Who is exempt from paying school taxes 
in Michigan? 

Pursuant to MCL 211.7cc, eligible 
homeowners are exempt from paying 18 
mills of school operating taxes. 

To be eligible, the homeowner must both 
own and occupy his/her principal residence 
on May 1 each year. 

Your local assessor’s office has forms and 
can assist taxpayers with questions about 
this exemption. 

If you need assistance, there are a few 
resources that are able to assist in paying 
property taxes if you are poverty-stricken 
and unable to pay. We would suggest 
looking into these programs or contacting 
our office for assistance. We are always 
willing to help our residents and do not

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Sumpter Twp. Planners 
recommend zoning 
changes on MJ grows 


By Rosemary K. Otzman 
Independent Editor 

The Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission voted unanimously to 
recommend to the township board zoning 
amendments having to do with placement 
of marijuana grows. This was at its Feb. 
10 meeting, the first in-person commission 
meeting held in about a year and a half. 

The Feb. 10 meeting was just 20 minutes 
long, but discussions on the amendments 
had been held at two previous meetings and 
a public hearing with no public comment 
was held Dec. 9. 

Township Attorney Rob Young spoke at 
length at the Dec. 9 meeting, explaining 
the background of the amendments that 
provide that CareGivers and those wishing 
to grow commercially may do so in 
Industrial zoned districts in the township. 

Young said a recent Michigan Supreme 
Court decision said that communities 
can legitimately regulate locations of 
CareGiver operations through zoning 
ordinances. 

The township board directed the planning 
commission to review the issue and make 
appropriate recommendations to the 
board to limit areas where these types of 
operations could locate. This would govern 
only new facilities, not those currently 
under operation. 

CareGivers still may grow medical 
marijuana at their homes. 

At the Dec. 9 meeting, Trustee Matthew 
Oddy, who sits on the planning commission 
and chaired that meeting in absence of 
chairperson Jane Stalmack, asked Young 
to fine-tune three of the provisions in 
the proposed amendments. The board 
voted unanimously to have Young make 
the changes and bring them back for 
consideration at an upcoming meeting. 

After the Feb. 8 vote the recommendation 
to approve the amendments was sent to the

board and was expected to be placed on the 
Feb. 22 board agenda for consideration. 

In other business at the Feb. 10 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Heard Oddy say the planning 
commission probably will be heavily 
involved in the proposed bike/pedestrian 
path for the township. He said the board 
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passed a resolution asking Wayne County 
to explore the $6.5 million project. He 
said the township can pull out at any 
time. Oddy said there probably will be a 
public hearing and ways to comment on 
the proposal. He said it is 13.5 miles of 
trails proposed, one starting in the City of 
Belleville and heading south on Sumpter 


Road to Arkona, where it would travel east 
into Crosswinds Marsh. The other trail 
would start at the Lower Huron Metropark 
and run along Bemis Road to Rawsonville 
Road. He said these trails would connect to 
the Iron Belle Trail in the Metropark and 
City of Belleville. He said it has to be 10’

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VBT Planners send Sumpter Rd. Corridor Plan on to twp. board

After almost two hours of discussion at its 
Feb. 9 meeting, the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission voted unanimously 
to recommend to the township board the 
Sumpter Road Corridor Plan. 

The 60-page plan was sent on to the 
township board for the next step in the 
plan’s approval — sending copies to 
surrounding communities and utilities for 
the 42-day comment period. When that is 
over there will be a public hearing. 

Planners considered the full draft of the 
plan for the Sumpter Road corridor from 
Bemis Road to the city limits of the City 
of Belleville. 

Planning and Economic Development 
Director Dan Power said the plan is an 
amendment to the 2020 VBT Master Plan 
which addresses a vision, future land use,

and mobility recommendations for the 
corridor. 

He said the plan is the culmination of 
six combined work sessions with either 
the VBT Planning Commission or the 
commission’s subcommittee, a workshop 
held in July 2021 and public input from a 
variety of stakeholders including over 35 
written letters and other comments and 
five one-on-one meetings or calls with 
township staff. 

The plan was presented to the commission 
by Adam Cook, a Master Plan consultant 
from McKenna Associates. He presented 
historical information, a description 
of existing conditions, a description of 
public engagement, a vision statement, a 
draft future land use plan, and a plan for 
regulating a mixed-use future land use 
district for Sumpter Road. 

The plan also includes a mobility plan, 
which is the basis for proposed road and 
non-motorized path recommendations, and 
a zoning plan which calls for the addition of 
a Sumpter Road Mixed Use zoning district 
(SRMUD) and a Sumpter Road Overlay 
District (SROD) zoning ordinance. 

Power said the SRMUD and SROD 
zoning ordinance amendments will be key 
tools for plan implementation. 

Power said this plan is different than 
the original plan because they found there 
was no appetite by the residents to expand 
services south of Hull Road, so single 
family homes have been planned in Rural 
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Residential Patterns. 

Cook said once you cross Hull Road, 
“You’re in a different world. An idyllic 
world and they don’t want that built up.” 

Power said anything they discussed will 
be spelled out in the zoning ordinance 
amendments, which will be brought back 
to the commission in late winter or spring. 

Power said during meetings the 
subcommittee regularly brought back the 
plan to what the people said they wanted. 

“I believe the community will love it,” 
said Commissioner Medina Atchinson who 
served on the subcommittee, along with 
Commissioners Jeff Jahr and Callie Barr. 

In other business at the Feb. 9 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Welcomed its new member Kamika 
Garrett. The commission now has the full 
seven members; 

e After a brief discussion asked staff to 
proceed with development of a zoning text 
amendment on outdoor dining; 

e Recommended the staff proceed with 
a zoning ordinance text amendment to 
reduce the minimum floor area requirement 
in certain residential zoning districts; 

e Recommended the staff proceed with 
a zoning text amendment regarding the 
categoration of gasoline filling and service 
stations, and add EV stations to the study; 
and 

e Reviewed a list prepared by Power of 
the 17 construction projects under way 
in the township and each project’s stage 
in the process. This is available on the 
township website. Commissioner Brian 
Cullin asked about an 18" project, the 
Clover Development, that was not on the 
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list. Power apologized and added Clover 
senior apartments on Belleville Road to the 
list and said it was an active development.
